staff to believe in their 
ability to teach, and in our 
childrens’ ability to learn. It 
is also a challenge to the 
community to fulfill its role 
in support of good education. 

A key to Marva Collins’ 
success is the support of the 
parents who send their 
children to her. That same 
key is operating in many 
private schools, but it is not 
limited to private education. 

The home-school connec- 
tion at Mrs. Collins’ West- 
side Prep School is very 
strong. She said in an inter- 
view that she has, at times, 
told parents whose child has 
learned only half the lesson 
to serve him or her only half 
their dinner! The example 
shows that active coopera- 
tion between parent and 
teacher is essential to the 
building of a quality educa- 
tional program. 

Research shows, however, 
that it is not how much 
parents are involved, but the 
way in which they are in- 
volved that makes the dif- 
ference. A Michigan State 
University study found that 
improving schools had a 
high level of ‘‘parent 
initiated” involvement In 
other words, parents took 
the lead in letting teachers 
know the needs of their 
children. 7 

1 believe strongly in the 
importance of  parent- 
teacher associations. Such a 
group would have as its pur- 
pose the opening up of 
positive communication 
among parents, administra- 
tors, and teachers. 

A parent group quickly 
falls apart if it exists only to 
attack or interfere with a 
teacher’s job. It becomes ef- 
fective when it is a vehicle 
for mutual cooperation and 
challenge. 

We have a parent-teacher 
group in our district, but the 
fact is that it is not well sup- 
ported by either parents or 
teachers. The resurgence of 
this group for positive pur- 
poses could be a factor in the 
overall quality of education 
for our children. 

This film, too, brought out 
the difficulty of financing 
quality educational 
programs. If you saw the 
show, you know that Marva 
Collins, her husband, and 
her children risked every- 
thing they owned so the 
school might continue. But 
for some fortunate and 
timely publicity, this school 
would not have survived its 
first year. 

Marva Collins risked all on 
the basis of her conviction 
about the importance of 
education. She saw in the 
developing minds of her 
Students a value greater 
than anything she owned. 
The parents who scraped 
together tuition payments 
saw in education a way out of 
poverty for their children. 

When Newsweek ran a 
Series on public education 
this past Spring, one of their 
conclusions was that ‘well 
paid teachers instructing 
smaller classes might well 
have the greatest impact” 
on the quality of our public 
schools, They felt that it was 
not ‘‘more money, but smart 
money” that was the key to

Vikings Get 
1-2 Punch 


Cheboygan and Gaylord 
combined to give Grayling a 
1-2 punch that may have 
knocked the Vikings out of 
the conference race for first. 

Powerful Cheboygan beat 
up Grayling 83-72 on the 
Viking’s court and Gaylord 
surprised them 76-60 on the 
Blue Devil’s court. The Gay- 
lord loss dropped Grayling to 
1-3 in the league with a key 
match Tuesday against un- 
defeated Charlevoix. 

“The Gaylord game was 
the worst basketball Gray- 
ling has played in three 
years,” head coach Butch 
Hayes said. ‘“‘We didn't have 
any enthusiasm, we played 
without intensity, and we 
didn’t play intelligently. 
Gaylord wanted the victory 
more than we did.” 

Grayling had their worst 
shooting night of the year in 
Gaylord only connecting on 
21 of 78 shots. They were 
outrebounded 56-52 even 
though Grayling’s big men 
were two or three inches 
taller. 

Gaylord played a box-and- 
one on Brad Trenary, the 
Viking’s leading scorer and 
Hayes said his team failed to 
make proper team adjust- 
ments to compensate. 

Gaylord jumped all over 
the Vikings and were ahead 
20-12 at the end of the first 
quarter and 41-28 at half- 
time. 

The Vikings didn’t get in 
foul trouble at Gaylord - a 
problem in recent games - 
but Hayes said the Vikings 
weren’t playing close enough 
to anyone on defense to foul 


someone. 

Gaylord hit on 17 of 38 
shots in the first half and 12 
of those shots were inside 
shots close to the basket. 

“They totally beat us in- 
side,’ Hayes said. — 

Grayling was counting on 
a victory over Gaylord to get 
back in the conference race. 
The Vikings were hoping to 
knock off Charlevoix after 
Gaylord and then pick up 
two wins over St. Ignace and 
Rogers City, two teams on 
the bottom of the league. 
While Grayling was picking 
on the easier teams, the 
other frontrunners would be 
playing each other. 

But Grayling’s plans 
received a big jolt in Gaylord 
and it’s going to take a long 
winning streak by Grayling 
now to have a chance of 
repeating as titleholders. 

Against Cheboygan last 
week, the Vikings got into a 
rough and tumble battle with 
the huge Chiefs. Poor shot 
selection and other mistakes 
put the Vikings behind and 
despite several furious 
rallies, Cheboygan held on to 
their lead at the end. | 

Scoring for the Vikings 
against Cheboygan were 
Trenary 34 points, Monte 
D’Amour 13, Jamie Rade- 
baugh 7, Ted Methner 6, 
Wayne Ross 4, Jim Schrader 
4, Tracy Fagan 2, Paul

Against Gaylord, Methner 
led scorers with 17, Trenary 
had 15, Ryan Morford 6, 
Fagan 6, Radebaugh 6, 
Schrader 4, D’Amour 4, and 
Ross 2.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

As winter approaches ever 
closer, the preparations 
being made by the human 
community are evident. 
Woodpiles continue to grow 
by dint of sweat and roaring 
saws. Vulnerable well 
houses are banked against 
the impending cold. Along 
with the groceries in the 
cart, one sees anti-freeze for 
the vehicles we drive. 
Nature prepares wildlife for 
winter in various ways. 
Migration is one means, of 
course, by which birds 
escape the cold. Hibernation 
or sleeping through periods 
of bad weather is_ still 
another means of surviving 
the winter. 

Much of the wildlife we are 
familiar with does not 
migrate or hibernate so 
there are other provisions 
for coping with cold temper- 
atures. Birds fluff up their 
feathers to increase the in- 
sulating air layer. They tuck 
their bills under a wing to 
reduce the loss of heat from 
breathing. I have often won- 
dered how birds keep their 
naked feet warm in the ex- 
treme cold. The warm ar- 
terial blood goes down near 
the middle of the leg and 
toes, thus warming the 
venous blood going back to 
the heart near the outside of 
the foot and leg which makes 
for warm feet. The feet of 
some mammals, such as the 
fox, contain a fat which 
remains soft at sub-zero 
temperatures. The woad- 
chuck, which hibernates, 
does not develop a heavy 
winter coat but develops a 
special ‘‘brown fat’’ which 
produces more heat than 
other types. For other 
animals such as squirrels, 
foxes or rabbits, a heavy 
thick coat of fur develops as 
the weather gets colder. 
Deer not only develop a thick 
winter coat, but the long 
hairs are hollow, thus 
providing an insulating layer 
against cold and to retain 
body heat. Otter, beaver, 
muskrats and mink have a 
dense underfur which keeps 
cold water away from the 
skin and traps insulating air, 
Other birds and mammals 
can generate extra heat by 
shivering. This shivering 
may be so subtle that it is not 


visible. So considering 
everything, nature’s 
creatures are sometimes 


better prepared than we are 
for winter.

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Legislative leaders have reached 
an agreement to negotiate new in- 
terest rate ceilings for consumer 
loans and further have agreed to 
drop the push for near total interest 
deregulation. 

The interest rate package has also 
been postponed until the first of 
next year when the Legislature 
returns for the second year of the 
two-year session, 

Governor William G. Milliken has 
additionally narrowed the outlines 
of his positions so the Legislature 
will have acceptable executive office 
outlines in which to work. 

The effort will focus on writing a 
package with a floating interest rate 
ceiling, except for rigid maximums 
for land contracts and bank credit 
cards. 

Following a meeting with the 
Credit Coalition of Michigan, a 
group of banking interests, and 
legislative leaders on the subject, 
Representative William Keith (D- 
Garden City) said the parties had 
also agreed in principle to legislation 
providing for an override of federal 
deregulation policies, except on first 
mortgages. 

Keith said the governor’s recent 
comments that he could accept a 
package that set a floating cap at 
between 8 and 10 percent above a 
six-month treasury bill rate has 
helped negotiations because it gives 
the discussion some focus. 

He indicated that lower rates 
would be unacceptable to the gover- 
nor. 

Keith said the coalition had issued 
a position paper saying it recognized 
it would be nearly impossible to get 
a package deregulating interest 
rates up to the 25 percent criminal 
usury level. 

However, the same paper indi- 
cated the group would be opposed to 
setting a floating rate at as low as 5 
percent above the federal note rate. 

So far the discussion on where the

cap will be set ranges on a level from 
5 percent pushed by labor and 
Democratic leaders to 10 percent 
over the treasury bill rates. 

One major area of the issue not yet 
resolved is whether the cap will be 
tied to the treasury bill discount or 
to the coupon rate. 

The coupon rate is what a note will 
actually yeild compared to the in- 
terest rate on.a note when it is sold. 

Some consumer loans would be af- 
fected differently. 

First mortgages could still go up 
to 25 percent as they have since 
1969. 

Discussions now center around 

‘letting second mortgages also go to 
the 25 percent rate though that 
could prove very controversial. 

Discussions on land contracts 
would set them at 15 percent com- 
pared to the current maximum of 11 
percent. 

On credit cards, Keith said he 
favors a maximum of 1.75 percent 
per month, an effective annual rate 
of 21 percent while retailers favor a 
2 percent a month, or 24 percent a 
year rate. 

Before the package is agreed to, 
Keith said, there will be discussions 
between Milliken and House 
Speaker Bobby Crim of Davison to 
get a better understanding of what 
floating rate that they could accept. 

Milliken would not be more 
specific, in declaring what he would 
accept, than to say a floating rate of 
8-10 percent above the treasury bill 
rate. 

The Michigan Bankers Associa- 
tion, a member of the coalition, said 
the 8 percent rate, or its equivalent, 
is the lowest acceptable rate. 

The push for total deregulation 
was dropped after it became evident 
in the Legislature that the necessary 
2/8rds vote in both the Senate and 
House was not possible. 

All banking legislation requires a 
2/3rds majority for passage. 
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To Alaska 
wand Back

“Big Capitol anda 
Small Capitol” 

Anchorage and Fairbanks 
are the main population cen- 
ters in Alaska, but Juneau, 
located in the Southeastern 
panhandle, is the home of the 
State Capitol. A small city 
(pop. 10,000), Juneau is 
tucked into the southern end 
of a strip of land fifteen 
miles long and about a mile 
wide. A coastal range forms 
its eastern boundary, with 
the inland waterway and 
Douglas Island bordering 
the west. The only transpor- 
tation out of the area is by 
boat or plane, so, consequen- 
tly, feelings of isolation, or 
rock fever, affect many 
Juneau residents. 

I spent a month in Juneau, 
living and working at the 
Alaskan Hotel, a national 
historical building presently 
in operation, but under 
renovation. From the front 
desk, I was able to observe a 
mainstream of activity and 
entertain a _ variety of 
dialogue that enlightened me 
to the economics, politics, 
and attitudes of the Alaskan 
people. I spoke at length with 
a legislative aide about the 
power struggles in the 
Capitol, most pointedly over 
the proposed move of the 
Capitol to Willow, a smail 
town north of Anchorage. 
The City of Juneau is resist- 
ing the move and the people 
of Alaska refuse to pay for 
the move, but the legislature 
has already passed the 
proposal and by next session 
(January ‘82) it should have 
the financial support to 
make the move. With the 
wealth of natural resources 
in Alaska and the attention 
of the rest of the nation, the 
aide was very candid when 
he told me, ‘‘Alaska is up for 
grabs!” 

One potential grabber is 
Secretary of Interior James 
Watt, who visited Alaska 
while I was there. Although 
his business focused on the 
lands to be protected from 
development, Watt’s image 
as exploitation advocate 
caused his visit to spark a 
heated debate between en- 
vironmentalists and 
developers. To soften his 
image, major newspapers 
ran pictures of Watt showing 
innocent excitement seeing 
whales near Glacier Bay, 
but politically conscious 
locals were not so easily 
taken in. As I walked by the 
Capitol Building the morning 
of Watt’s visit, demonstra- 
tors were greeting him with 
a ‘21 Chainsaw Salute’’. The 
demonstration was peaceful, 
the speeches short, and the 
chainsaws a ‘‘clearcut’’ 
statement to Watt, who took 
notice of the display. 

Even though a Capitol 
move could virtually turn 
Juneau into a ghost town, the 
Juneau area, especially the 
Mendenhall Valley to the 
north, is undergoing almost 
frantic-pace construction to 
meet the high housing 
demands that now exist. [ 
was lucky not so much at 
finding a job at the Alaskan 
Hotel my second day in 
town, but at finding a place 
to stay so soon (I traded two 
shifts at the desk per week 
for a room). One bedroom 
apartments in Juneau casily 
run $400-$600/month, if you 
can find one (I think they’re 
passed by blood lineage). 
Also, homes that would cost 
$30,000-$50,000 in Michigan 
are $100,000-$175,000, and 
more, there. One evening, a 
bankteller friend ran ex- 


citedly into the hotel lobby — 


and up to the desk to tell me 
that she had found an ef- 
ficiency apartment after a 
two month search. Rent- 
$450/month, 

Fisherman, lovers, 
tourists, businessmen, and 
locals passed through the 
Alaskan Hotel while I was 
there. I met a heavy equip- 


ment operator from 
Escanaba, Michigan, who 
had worked the Alaskan 


Pipeline and was trying to 
free his retirement from the 
local union hall. With work 
cutbacks and a questionable 
union management, he was 
in danger of losing $12,000 
of accumulated benefits if he 
wasn't sent out on a job by 
December 15. I wonder how 
he did.

furniture, and solid’ hard- 
wood throughout, including 
the stairs and a baleony, for 
those wishing to get a full 
view of the action. One such 
local was called “Bear’’, and 
the periodic roar — that 
resounded from the bar and 
nearly shook me off my desk 
stool explained why. The 
proprietors finally told Bear 
to tone it down a_ few 
decibels, because he was 
scaring away the customers. 

Although there was no 
Jack's Diner, Grayling 
Restaurant, or Old Mill Inn 
in Juneau (they must not be 
chains), I did find solace for 
my local cafe urges in a 
Filipino restaurant up the 
street and at the Black Bear 
Cafe around the corner from 
the Alaskan Hotel. Fish was 
plentiful, of course, and my 
favorite dish was a com- 
bination fish chowder for 
$1.25/bowl. For comparison, 
all other soups at the local 
eafes, including chicken 
noodle soup, cost $3.00/bowl, 
and epg omelettes were $5.00 
and up. Store prices were 
fairly reasonable, so eating 
out quickly became a special 
event. 

I often spent my _ after- 
noons down by the water- 
front, watching seaplanes 
taking off and landing 
amony the ferries and love- 
boats that dotted the harbor.

Carr also asked board 
members if they would 
honor a petition asking for 
one or more board members 
to resign in the same manner 
they honored a_ petition 
asking for another election. 
Mary Allen said she would 
consider a_ petition and 
Roger Moshier said he would 
have to see who would 
replace him. 

At this time, no efforts 
have been reported to begin 
a petition drive. 

In other school board ac- 
tion, Paul Mesick, of Gray- 
ling, presented the board 
with a proposal to save the 
district more than $200,000 in 
expenses a year. He 
suggested cutting transpor- 
tation in the school district in 
order to restore educational 
programs that have been 
cut, 

“T see little reason to send 
the children on a nice bus 
ride to a school system that 
is deplorable,” Mesick said. 

He cited seven major 
deficiencies in the system - 
no libraries, Frederic Ele- 
mentary closed, elementary 
classes with an average of 34 
students, high school classes 
with 3445 students, no 
vocational education, no 
college preparation classes, 
and possible loss of accredi- 
tation - and said the board 
could still salvage half the 
school year by spending 
money on these programs 
instead of transportation. 

Otherwise, he said the 
board of education should be 
called the board of sports 
and transportation because 
those are the only programs 
that are near normal. 

Mesick said Dial-A-Ride 
would be able to handle 
many children. Further- 


more, costs of transporting 
children with this plan would 
only cost parents of students 
instead of all the taxpayers. 

The board did not discuss 
the proposal at the Monday 
meeting.

Nostalgic dreams 


And there is also, as in any 
city, the same nostalgic dream 
in the hearts of adults about the 
way grandmother used to cele- 
brate Christmas. But, in parts of 
Norway, this is a dream that can 
still almost come truc, cspc- 
cially in the countryside. 

In big country kitchens in 

farms and villages off the beaten 
track, the preparations begin 
weeks before the festive season. 
The special Christmas beer, 
juleol, is brewed; many tradi- 
tional pork dishes are prepared; 
numerous varieties of small 
cakes, biscuits and cookies— 
the minimum being seven dif- 
ferent kinds—are baked along 
with the julekake, the sweet 
Christmas bread fiiicd with 
raisins and citron. 


There is a traditional and 
thorough housecleaning as the 
holidays approach, and enough 
wood is chopped to keep the 
fires burning for at least the first 
three days of Christmas. 


Finally, when Christmas Eve 
arrives, the tree is decorated by 
the parents behind the closed 
doors of the living room—the 
children are not allowed to enter 
until the following day, after the 
family meal has been eaten. 


Opening presents 


It is not until carols have been 
sung around the tree that the 
children are allowed to open 
their presents. How’s that for 
suspense? 


Heavens Open On 
“‘Le Jour de Noel’’ 


Le Jour de Noel, or 
Christmas Day, in France is 
a great day for children. 
For centuries, they have 
been told how “‘le Petit 
Jesus, Saveur adorable, le 
nuit de Noel’’ was born ina 
stable and they came to be- 
lieve that the heavens would 
‘open on Christmas Eve and 
Le Petit Noel would come 
down to bring gifts for 
those who had been good. 

In more recent times Le 
Petit Noel has been replaced 
by Le Pere Noel—Father 
Christmas—a heavenly per- 
sonage who distributes toys 
and goodies to well-be- 
haved children. In some 
parts of the country chil- 
dren believe that Le Pere 
Noel is accompanied by Le 
Pere Fouettard—Father 
Spanker—who carries a 
load of switches which he 
leaves with children who 
have not been well behaved. 


PEAR CAKE 


One of Switzerland’s 
special holiday treats is 
“‘birewegge,’’ a pear 
cake which contains a 
spicy, flavorful concen- 
trate from air-dried 
pears mixed with rais- 
ins and shaped to re- 
semble a shiny loaf of 
bread. Also traditional 
is the ‘‘tirggel,”’ a 
Christmas cookie said 
to have originated as an 
early German sacrifi- 
cial cake. 


Christmas Drummer 
Old German Custom 


In old Germany, children 
looked forward to the arriv- 
al of the Christmas drum- 
mer. According to the cus- 
tom, once the Christmas 
dinner was completed, an 
elderly man, with a drum 
attached around his neck 
and resting on his stomach, 
would lead a procession 
through each room in the 
house, beating the drum to 
frighten away witches and 
evil spirits. When he reached 
the children’s room, the 
door was opened with great 
ceremony to reveal a large 
Christmas tree, illuminated 
with candles and laden with 
gifts for boys and girls. A 
huge Janus head-—or Jack- 
o-lantern—was placed in 
the center of the tree and 
lighted with candles so that 
flame and smoke issued 
from the nose, mouth and 
ears. This was the signal for 
the children to surround the 
tree and strip it of the gifts, 
while the older members of 
the family exchanged pres- 
ents and joined in the spirit 
of the occasion.

Santa’s Image 
By Nast, Moore 


The jolly, rotund figure 
that we know as Santa Claus 
has come a long way from 
the image of St. Nicholas, 
the benevolent Bishop of 
Myra. Thomas Nast, a pol- 
ifical cartoonist, and Dr. 
Clement Clark Moore, a 
scholar and poet, were pri- 
marily responsible. 

A drawing by Nast ap- 
peared in an 1874 issue of 
Harper’s Weekly, depicting 
a rotund and = gift-laden 
Santa Claus about to slide 
down a chimney or, per- 
haps, waiting patiently for 
the children inside the 
house to go to bed. 

Earlier, in 1822, Dr. 
Moore painted Santa’s por- 
traits in the words of a 
poem that was to become 
one of the most traditional 
and beloved of all ime. Dr. 
Moore wrote ‘A Visit 
from St. Nicholas’’ for his 
children. They memorized 
it and. would often recite it 
at family gatherings. Moore 
thought so little of it that 
he put the original manu- 
script away in a drawer. A 
family acquaintance later 
sent a copy of the poem to 
a newspaper, without nam- 
ing the author, and the 
poem was published anon- 
ymously for several Christ- 
mases before credit was giv- 
en to Dr. Moore.

Hawaiians say ‘‘Mele Ka- 
likimaha!’’ for ‘‘Merry 
Christmas,’’ but this is only 
one form of holiday greet- 
ings as Hawaiian citizens 
are of many races and 
tongues. They live in harm- 
ony year-round, but it is 
most evident during the Na- 
tivity season.

The historic origins of the 
modern Christmas card

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MOISTURE 


ESSENTIAL TO 
TREE 


Whether you cut your 
own Christmas tree, or buy 
it from one of the service 
clubs or individuals who 
make them available during 
the holiday season, remeni- 
ber that the trec, although 
cut, is far from dead. It is, 
or should be, fresh and 
should be so treated. 

Place the tree in a water 
well and keep it well wa- 
tered. Once a tree absorbs 
all the water in the well, 
pitch will form rapidly on 
the base of the tree and it 
will lose its ability to ab- 
sorb more moisture when il 
is made available. 

It is also a good idea to 
keep the room a little cooler 
than normal, ‘This will help 
the tree stay moist and delay 
the drying-out process.

Christmas has not al- 
ways been celebrated 
on December 25, out

Post-holiday care 


To keep the poinsettia bloom- 
ing brightly after the holidays, 
remove it from the arrangement 
and place it in a watertight con- 
tainer. Position it where it will 
get fall but indirect suntight, but 
away from drafts and excess 
heat from radiators or ventila- 
tion ducts.

It wouldn’t be Christmas 
at our house without Plum 
pudding. Some years, I’ve 
made as many as 30 for 
friends and neighbors, which 
indicates how easy it is to 
make __ this traditional 
Christmas dessert. 
Steaming puddings fill the 
kitchen with a wonderful 
spicy fragrance. 

Plum puddings are a part 
of our English heritage, and 
the plum in the name really 
means raisin. When Jack 
Horner ‘stuck in his thumb 
and pulled outt a plum’, what 
he got was araisin. 

Gourmet shops have a 
variety of handsome pud- 
ding molds. Or you can use 
baking powder or coffee 


‘ans - anything with a tight 
fitting lid. If you haven't a 
lid, several thicknesses of 
foil securely tied with string 
will do. Most molds have 
clamps. 

Here’s my recipe for Plum 
pudding, which uses several 
of the Good Things Growing 
in Michigan. 

Chop or grind two cups 
suet (ask your butcher for 
this). Add 1 cup light 
molasses or J cup brown 
sugar, 2 cups peeled, chop- 
ped apple, 1 eup seedless 
raisins and 1 cup currants. 
Stir in 1 cup cold water and 2 
well-beaten eggs. 

Sift 142 cups flour with % 
teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon 
baking soda, 2 teaspoons 
cianamon, and 4 half- 
teaspoon each of cloves and 
allspice. Stir in 144 cups fine 
dry bread crumbs. Add this 
mixture to the suet mixture 
and blend well. You may add 
one-quarter cup brandy if 
you hike. 

Grease the mold and 
sprinkle it with sugar. This is 
necessary to give your pud- 
ding a glossy surface. Fill 
with batter, not more than 
two-thirds — full. Cover 
tightly. 

Place the mold on a trivet 
in a deep kettle. Add boiling 
water until the water comes 
half-way up the side of the 
mold. Cover the kettle and 
steam for three hours. Check 
occasionally, since you may 
need to add more water. 

When the pudding is done, 
remove to a rack and let 
stand for about 15 minutes. 
Then vaecover and invert on 
rack, Allow to cool com- 
pletely hefore wrapping. 

Puddings can be made up 
to three months before use, if 
you freeze them. Tightly 
wrapped, they can be 
stored in the refrigerator 
two to three weeks. 

To reheat, wrap in foil and 
place in a 350 degree oven 
about 30 to 40 minutes. 

Serve hot with hard sauce, 
brandy sauce, or whipped 
cream. 

It you'd like to serve your 
pudding aflame, heat 4% cup 
of brandy over very low 
heat, pour over the hot pud- 
ding and ignite just before 
you carry it to the table. 

I always use a metal ser- 
ving tray, since the time I 
surrounded the hot pudding 
with holly which had dried 
out more than I realized. 
When the brandy was 
ignited, we suddenly had a 
haze which engulfed the 
hoBy, cracked the serving 
plate and gave our guests an 
unscheduled but exciting ex-

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The tale of a Christmas 
plant: the lovely poinsettia 


Ready or not, there’s no de- 
nying the arrival of the holiday 
season once the poinsettia plant 
begins to make its appearance. 

Whether it appears on the 

cover of a greeting card, in the 
windows of a local department 
Store, or ina sea of red, pink and 
white flowers at a roadside nur- 
sery, the poinsettia is a sure sign 
that Christmas is just around the 
comer. 
_ Although the poinsettia plant 
is not indigenous to the United 
States, Americans have come to 
associate its brilliant red, deli- 
cate pink and snowy white 
bracts with the Christmas sea- 
son. 


This exotic flowering plant, 
used to decorate homes and 


r 
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churches in Mexico during the 
Christmas season, was intro- 
duced to the United States in 
1828 by Dr. Joel Robert Poin- 
sett, at that time the U.S. am- 
bassador to Mexico. Upon re- 
turing from his term of service 
in Mexico, he brought the plants 
home to his native South 
Carolina. 

Poinsett propogated these 
plants, which he called 
‘Painted Leaves,’’ in his own 
greenhouses, and sent cuttings 
to botanists throughout the 
country. The plant was later 
named ‘‘Poinsettia’’ in his 
honor. 

Poinsettias grow wild in 
Mexico and other areas of Cen- 
tral America, where they are 
shrubs that can reach 30 feet in 
height. Their brilliant flowers 
are most profuse in mid- 
December. 


The Spanish name for poin- 
settias, Flor de la Noche-buena 


(flower of the holy night), de- 


vives from a Mexican legend 
which holds that the plant origi- 
nated in a miracle. 

As the legend has it, a poor 
peasant child, ashamed at hav- 
ing nothing to take to a service 
honoring the nativity of the 
Christ child, sadly picked a few 
weeds along the road to give as 
an offering at the church. 

As he knelt at the altar with 
his humble gift, the child’s ear- 
nest prayer and tears of rever- 
ence transformed the weeds into 
the flowering plant that has be- 
come as much a part of Christ- 
mas in this country as the ever- 
green tree. 

Today, poinsettias are still 
imported from Mexico, though 
commercial growers in Hawaii 
and other warm-weather states 
add to the supply. A careful 
plant-lover, however, can keep 
the plant from one season to the 
next and enjoy its brilliant flow- 
ering year after year. 

The poinsettia will flourish 
outdoors during the summer 
months in most parts of the 
country, becoming denser with 
foliage as the weeks of sunshine 
pass. Prior to putting the plant 
outdoors, it should be pruned to 
avoid its becoming too ‘‘leg- 
gy.” 

In order to have the ptant 
btoom at Christmastime, poin- 
settias require equal amounts of 
daylight and darkness from the 
first week of October to the sec- 
ond week in November.

Christmas Songs 
Came From 


Many Countries 

Many of us know very 
little about the composers 
of our most traditional 
Christmas songs. Among 
the better known was Fath- 
er Joseph Mohr, the Aust- 
rian priest who wrote the 
words to ‘Silent Night,’’ 
which was put to music and 
played on Christmas Eve, 
1818, by Franz Gruber, a 
church organist. 

**O Little Town of Beth- 
lehem’’ was authored by an 
American, Philltp Brooks, 
who found his inspiration 
during a visit to the Holy 
Child’s birthplace. ‘SO Holy 
Night’? was the work of a 
French composer, Adolphe 
Adam, but the, familiar 
words were the work of an 
American minister, John S. 
Dwight. ‘‘Adeste Fidelis,’’ 
more familiarly known as 
*““O Come All Ye Faithful,”’ 
was the work of John Fran- 
cis Wade. 


MISTLETOE

trients. 


Poinsettia Care

Whether you’re ready or 
not, Christmas is fast ap- 
proaching. Many people will 
soon be buying poinsettias, 
the traditional Christmas 
Plant. 

Proper care will keep your 
plant healthy throughout the 
Christmas season and 
beyond, says Gail Edwards, 
Roscommon County Cooper- 
ative Extension Service 
home economist. 

Start by selecting a plant 
that has dark green foliage. 
Be sure the plant is well 
wrapped when you take it 
outdoors. Exposure to low 
temperatures, even for a 
short time, can cause leaves 
and bracts (the red, pink or 
white leaves) to turn brown 
and fall. 

Place your poinsettia near 
a sunny window or other well 
lighted area, says Gail 
Edwards. Don’t let any part 
of the plant touch cold win- 
dow panes, and keep it out of 
warm and cold drafts from 
heaters and registers and 
doors and windows. Form 
maximum blooming time, 
place the plant where day- 
time temperatures are bet- 
ween 60 and 70 degrees and 
move it to a cooler room at 
night (55 to 60 degrees is 
ideal). 

Check the soil daily and 
water only when it is dry to 
the touch Gail Edwards ad- 
vises. Always water until 
water runs out the bottom of 
the pot. Apply a house plant 
fertilizer once a month ac- 
cording to the manufac- 
turer’s recommendations. 

For a well shaped plant 
next year, cut back the 
original stem to 4 to 6 inches 
in height, removing the old 
flower and one or two side 
branches. Do this in 
February or early March. 
Keep the plant in a sunny 
window at temperatures 
between 60 and 70 degrees ad 
and water and fertilize as 
needed. 

When the danger of spring 
frost is past and night tem- 
peratures exceed 50 degrees 
Ms. Edwards, says, plant 
your poinsettia, in its pot, 
outdoors. If the plant is too 
large for the old pot, repot 
into a larger container 
before planting outside. 

Between July 15 and 
August 1, cut of the top por- 
tion of all shoots. These can 
be rooted in a mixture of half 
peat moss and half sand and 
flowered for next Christmas. 

Take your poinsettia plant 
inside before the first frost 
(usually around September 
15 in lower Michigan). Place 
it in a sunny window, as 
before. To induce it to 
flower, keep the plant in 
complete darkness between 
9 p.m, and 8 a.m. daily from 
the end of September until 
color shows in the bracts 
(almost mid-December). 
The temperatures again 
should remain between 60 
and 70 degrees. 

This procedure should 
bring your poinsettia into 
flower by Christmas. 


Plants And Greenery 
Are Traditional 


In America and throughout much of the world, 
plants have long been associated with Christmas 
customs and traditions. 

There is an old legend which holds that, wintry 
weather notwithstanding, trees burst into bloom and 
bore fruit on the night that Christ was born. The 
modern day transformation does not occur as a miracle; 
it takes work, yet each Christmas homes throughout the 
world are trimmed with greens and garlands and set 
aglow with lights to mark the anniversary of the Holy 
Birth at Bethlehem, Like the trees that burst forth with 
blooms and fruits, holly, mistletoe, poinsettias and 
many other plants have become an essential part of the 
holiday observance. 

Many of the customs and traditions associated with 
flowers and plants have their origin in pagan rites and 
rituals but they have taken on important implications in 
the Christmas observance. The giving of plants as gifts 
probably stems from the visit of the Three Wise Men. 
in some countries, it is still custom to present plants as 
gifts on Epiphany, January 6, the date on which it is 
believed the Wise Men appeared at Bethlehem. 

The use of greenery at Christmastime can be traced to 
ancient Greece and Rome. Holly was a great favorite of 
the Romans, who considered its winter beauty to be the 
promise of the sun’s return to earth for another year, 
In later times, it was custom to hang sprigs of the 
bright-berried plant in the doorway of French and 
British homes to indicate homes in which Christ 
dwelled. One legend holds that holly first sprung up 
where the infant Jesus took his first steps, By contrast, 
the same plant was supposed to have been used to fash- 
ion his crown of thorns, with the berries turning from 
red to white with the Crucification. 
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
